He does not hope for any con- 


siderable reduction in the cost 
of 
living, for among all the 


causes that bare contributed to 
the high cost of living, the most 
important bi- far has been the 
depreciation in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. In the past 
fifteen years, the American dollar 
shrinkage has been thirty cents. 
He loots for a readjustment of 
commercial treaties between the 
different nations after the war. 
As a business man and one who 
is in fa^or of an adequate pro- 
tective tariff, he urges the mak- 
ing of separate treaties with the 
different nations to our mutual 
advantage, givinjr ns some return 
for any concessions we may make 
a? to the admission of imports 
from those countries.
